This scene evoked from 
the host of angels a chorus of 
joy and gladness. Since that 
memorable night millions of 
choruses have been sung 
in commemoration of the 
birth of our Lord. It can 
never be repeated too much. 
“Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will 
toward men.”’ When we 
think of the sublimity of that 
memorable night it is no 
wonder we speak of the 
Christmas joys and Christ- 
mas greetings. My heart 
heaves with emotional love 
for the Bethlehem Babe as I 
write. Wish I could laud 
and honor His worthy name 
in stronger terms. 


In connection with the 
Christmas festivities of the 
present days there are many 
acts of dishonor and shame, 
but such should only be an 
incentive to cause the hum- 
ble sincere children of God 
who appreciate their Savior 
to redouble their efforts to 
honor His name and offer 
Him sincere adoration and 
praise. This has been the 
case down through the cen- 
turies. There are always 
more or less adulterations, 
counterfeits and hypocrisy, 
but these are only evidence 
of the real and _ genuine.

that recognize Christmas for 
what it means. 


Some object to celebrating 
Christmas in commemoration 
of the birth of Christ because 
they claim both the day and 
practice is of catholic origin. 
I do not intend to say it was 
not of Catholic origin, but a 
short explanation of this may 
be helpful to those who are 
not prejudiced, and also 
might benefit some who may 
be tinged with prejudice.
